Texas Border Seiners Send Out 


a Cry ot Alarm. 


IO East Second ?*t., Seymour, Indiana 
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San Antonio, March 23.— Under com­ 
mand of Lieut. Sum m erville a troop 
of the Third cavalry is riding over 
the worst country in the southwest to 
get 
to Terlingua, 
Brew ster 
county, 
Texas, ahead of a hand of Mexican 
cattle rustlers and half-starved insur- 
rectos, who are reported to he headed 
on pillage bent against this lonely out­ 
post of tile United States. 
Brigadier 
General Joseph W . Duncan not only 
ordered that troop out on its ninety- 
five-mile hike over the bad lands, but 
he is moving other bodies of cavally 
and 
infantry 
lo 
threatened 
points 
along the border, preparing for threat­ 
ened trouble, having received calls for 
assistance 
from citizens of 
several 
border to w n s.along the Rio Grande 
who fear that roving hands of starving 
insurgents and noncombatants w ill be 
driven to attack them.

tain Ceyudo, chief-of staff of General 
Navarro, was stoned by El Paso Mex­ 
icans when be crossed the river to get 
a horse which the general had pur­ 
chased on this side 
A number of in- 
surrecto sympathizers, Mexicans, a t­ 
tacked the captain and tile orderly 
who was leading the general’s horse. 
Lieutenant Thuis, in command of the 
United States troops at the bridges, 
gave the captain protection.

Ceyuida did not appear angry but J 
smilingly said that next time tie came j 
over he would not wear his uniform. 
Mexican officers have often massed to 
this side of rhe river, but federal sol­ 
diers never come over. 
In fact, they
